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San Francisco, 
April 24.—A sharp

It lasted about 
three seconds and was from east to 
west. 
No damage has been reported. 


San Francisco, April 24.—The new 
San Francisco, which will rise from 
the ashes 
of the old. is in 
its first 
stages of rebuilding. 
After five days 
of confusion and almost superhuman 
effort on the part of tho citizens of 
California’s metropolis, tile great task 
of sheltering, feeding and otherwise 
caring for the 
homeless thousands, 
has been practically solved, complete 
order has been re-established and at­ 
tention turned to the future. 
Throughout the great business dis­ 
trict, where the 
devastation of the 
flames was the most complete, walls 
ire being razed, buildings that 
had 
not disintegrated before the intense 
heat are being 
inspected 
with tin1 
iew of reoccupancy and even ground 
is being cleared for 
the immediate 
construction of some sort of building 
in which to resume business at the 
earliest possible time. 
In short, con­ 
fidence has been 
restored. 
The as­ 
surance of the insurance companies, 
the measures taken by the financial in­ 
stitutions, the prompt and reassuring 
word that 
had reached the 
business 
men of San Francisco from Eastern 
financial 
centers—all 
these 
things 
went to cb ar away any feeling of un­ 
certainty that might have existed in 
the mindsrTJf the timid that San Fran­ 
cisco would not be what it was—tire 
greatest 
center 
of population 
and 
business on the Pacific coast. 


Chilling Rain Falls. 


The general situation temporarily 
suffered a setback early in the day be­ 
cause of tile chilling rain, which fell 
in the late hours of the previous night 
and during the early forenoon on the 
thousands protected only by canvas 
coverings and even less impervious 
ishelterlngs. 
While the 
rain caused 
considerable suffering for the time be­ 
ing the conditions were quickly amelo- 
riated by the prompt action of every 
•lief committee doing duty, as well 
s by the voluntary 
acts of house- 
iclders wherever it was possible to 
ecommodate the sufferers. 
Tile people were fed during the day 
ivn a thoroughly business-like and sys­ 
tematic manner. From the waterfront, 
where the boatloads of provisions have 
been accumulated, there was an end 
less procession of xqjosand drays car­ 
rying food to the scores of sn li st a- 
ions established throughout the city 
nd at the Presidio. 
At the stations 
food and dring, comprising bread, pre­ 
pared meats and canned goods, milk 
nd a limited amount, 
of hot coffee, 
vas served to all those who applied. 
About 500 tons of provisions are be­ 
ng moved daily from the waterfr int. 
Large quantities of blankets, tent- 
ings and other material 
to provide 
overings for those who have been 
scantily supplied heretofore are reach­ 
ing the supply stations rapidly. Tem­ 
porary barracks have been completed 
at several points and in these many 
people have found comfort and shel­ 
ler against the 
inclemencies of the 
Aweather. 
Tho situation 
In the con­ 
gested districts, such as Golden Gate 
park and the various public squares 
throughout the city, has been consid­ 
erably relieved by the departure of 
many people for points on the other- 
side of the bay'. 
While the number of 
people leaving the city is nothing like 
the vast crowds that packed the ferry­ 
boats during the previous two days, 
the number was sufficiently large to 
satisfy the relief committee that their 
task would become less difficult from 
day to day. 
Health Conditions Satisfactory. 


The general health 
conditions are 
jnost satisfactory. 
While tile number 
of cases at the various hospitals has 
shown considerable increase, this is 
not an unexpected development of the 
past few days of hardships encounter­ 
ed by the homeless thousands. 
The 
most encouraging feature is the ab­ 
sence of anything like an epidemic of 
disease of any nature whatever. 
The 
somewhat unsatisfactory sanitary ar­ 
r a n g e m e n t s in the various camps, the 
lack of a variety of diet and the ex­ 
posed situation 
of so many 
people 
necessarily develop ailments of every 
sort and in some places there has been 
a few 
cases of infectious 
diseases, 
such as measles, chicken-pox, etc., but 
the primary causes of disease are be­ 


ing remedied and removed as fast as 
possible. 
Water is still scarce 
in some sec­ 
tions of the city but every effort, is be­ 
ing made to increase the supply from 
day to day. 
At the present time tile 
water 
is turned on only 
at certain 
hours of the day and night, and is in 
ample supply for domestic needs in 
the districts where the water mains 
arc* 
still intact. 
Inspection 
of the 
system in the inhabited section of tin- 
city 
is going 
forward 
rapidly. 
At 
some 
points the 
pipes have 
been 


found badly twisted 
and displaced 
I rom the effects 
of the 
quake and 
these will have to be replaced by new 
ones. 
The street car companies announced 
during the day that the four different 
lines were now ready for operation 
and service would lie restored on these 
lines as soon as the city authorities 
would permit tin' turning on of the 
electric power. 
The electric power companies stated 
during the day that it was hoped that 
power would bo available for lighting 
houses and streets within the next 
three or four days, or whenever it was 
considered safe to do so. 
One of the most unfortunate happen­ 
ings since the city has been under the 
joint police supervision of the govern­ 
ment, the municipality and the state 
militia, was 
the killing at 
an early 
hour in tile day of Major II. C: Tilden, 
a prominent member of the citizens’ 
general committee and a well known 
merchant, in the extreme southwest­ 
ern part of the city. 
The killing was 
done by three members of a self-con­ 
stituted vigilance committee who fired 
upon 
an automobile carrying 
Major 
Tilden, a friend and the chauffeur re­ 
turning from Menlo Park, whence Til 
den bad gone 
with his family. 
The 
three men. displaying no badge of au­ 
thority, ordered the party in the auto­ 
mobile to halt, following tile demand 
almost immediately with a volley of 
pistol shots. 
Mr. 
Tilden was 
shot 
through the back and instantly killed, 
and the two other occupants of the 
machine wounded. 


Want Militia Withdrawn. 
The citizens’ general committee, of 
which the mayor is the presiding offi­ 
cer, adopted a resolution at its session 
to withdraw' the entire force of state 
militia that has policed a large resi­ 
dence section for the past few days. 
in adopting this resolution a vote of 
thanks 
was 
tendered 
the governor 
and the state militia, for its services 
in the emergency. 
From this time on 
the city will Vie patrolled jointly by 
the 
municipal 
police and 
federal 
troops. 
Until 
a city prison 
is re-es­ 
tablished all persons held on felony 
charges will be taken to Fort Mason 
and turned over to the regular troops 
for safe keeping. 
There is a vast supply of provisions 
on hand for the people of San Francis­ 
co. 
Major General 
Krauthoff. chief 
depot commissary of the Department 
of California, stated during the day 
that there were available 700.000 ra­ 
tions of supplies. 
This included those 
at the Presidio, Fort Alason, transport 
docks and railway yards. 
More than 
IOO carloads additional are being dis­ 
tributed 
from the Southern 
Pacific 
yards at Fourth and Kentucky street. 
Superintendent Leach of the branch 
United States mint said during the day 
that operations could be resumed im­ 
mediately. 
There is no lack of money 
at tho mint and New York transfers 
upon that institution will lie paid upon 
presentation, hut tip To this time there 
has been no call for funds.

Days Before Getting Out of 


The City 


Y esterday’s Minneapolis J o u rn a l has 
a long story of the experiences of (leo. 
IL Cook, former manager of tho Brain 
erd L u m b e r company, and A. W. Ben­ 
son, of Minneapolis, who were in San 
Francisco at the time of the earth 
quake. 
Mr. Benson said: 
“ Mr. Cook and I occupied rooms in 
the very top story and in one corner, 
whore the shock struck the building the 
worst. 
I shall never forget tile awful 
sound t h a t woke us th a t morning. 
The 
room whore w'e were was rocking and 
ju m p ing and swaying like a bucking 
bronco. 
O ur bed went sliding down the 
floor, first to one corner, th en to the 
other. 
Shelves and articles of furniture 
piled along the wall fell 
with a crash. 
A magnificent mirror stru c k the foot 
of t h e bed and was broken 
into frag­ 
ments. 
“ In our corner we got it the worst. 
R ig h t where tho two conjoining walls 
cam e together, tho boards creaked and 
cracked. 
Nails pulled o u t with a rasp­ 
ing sound. 
Plaster fell everywhere and 
in t h e suffocating d u st we gasped and 
choke. 
“ I n our night clothes we jum ped from 
our beds and started for th e stairs. 
In 
th e halls ami corridors arid down every 
stairw ay people leaped and jum ped in a 
frenzy or terror. 
Order th e re was none, 
llu rry in g and scurrying, they thought 
of safety alone. 
“ O u t in the 
streets we huddled. 
Everybody wanted to go to the ferry. 
Some were there without a stitch of 
clothing on their backs. 
S ta r k naked, 
they did not realize it, and in the ex 
c ite m e n t they ran with th e rest. 
“ Mr. Cook and I had only our p a ­ 
jam as on. 
I said ‘Let s rush back and 
get our clothes.’ 
We s t a r te d up tho 
stairs. 
T h a t was a perilous trip. 
Oreat 
ch a sm s had opened in 
the stairways 
t h a t wo had to crawl and ju m p over and 
no m om ent 
knew 
when 
the whole 
s t r u c t u r e would fall on our heads. 
We 
reached 
the room and grabbed our 
clothes. 
Did we put th e m on there? 
No; we just took everything in sight in 
one scoop and rushed 
to theiitreet; 
thoro we dressed. 
I got a b o u t half my 
clothes and Mr. Cook did about the 
same. 
Mr. Cook is speaking of th e ir exper­ 
iences said: 
“ Two nights we slept in parks. 
The 
first day we bought a can of sardines 
ami two loaves of bread. 
T h a t was all 
we had. 
There were many worse. 
“ The second day we hired an express­ 
m a n for $15 to drive us to th e Presidio, 
whero we heard a governm ent steamer 
was going to leave. 
No sooner had we 
gotten 
there than the rig was confis­ 
c a te d and a blue-coated soldier ordered 
us to get down and help 
unload a ship 
tilled with potatoes 
and 
provisions. 
W e worked thoro for two h ours before 
we could go. 
“Next day we got an o th e r expressman 
a n d started for the ferry. 
I t took us 
from 6:30 in the morning to 3 t h a t af 
ternoon and part of the tim e we were 
nearly surrounded by tire.

ed prerogatives with the purpose of 
giving battle. 
W ith feverish h a ste a 
high 
com m ission 
consisting 
of th e 
cabinet and oth er dignitaries of the 
governm ent under the presidency of 
the em peror is sittin g daily at Tsars- 
koe-Selo m odifying the “ fundam ental 
law s,” which are beyond the jusisdic- 
tion 
ot parliam ent, 
and is 
w orking 
/light and day in efforts to retain all 
the power possible in the old channels. 
Many “tem porary laws,” which it w as 
believed w ere only to rem ain in force 
until parliam ent m eets, have been in­ 
corporated as ‘ fundam ental law s” and 
a whole series of modifications for th e 
purpose of protecting 
tile em peror's 
prerogatives have been 
included in 
them . 
For exam ple, w hereas form erly 
tin* em peror only had the right to d is­ 
miss m inisters and chiefs of d e p a rt­ 
m ents, tinder th e new law any official 
of w hatever rank m ay be discharged 
by imperial order. 
One of the m ost im portant changes 
is that applicable to the num ber of re­ 
cruits to fie called to the colors each 
year. 
T he 
nu m b er heretofore 
had 
been fixed by a legislative act in the 
“ruling senate.” or second of th e four 
great boards charged with the a d m in ­ 
istration of the empire. 
In o rd er to 
prevent the control of tills vital sub­ 
ject. which m ight become a i ow erful 
weapon in the hands of th e People’s 
representatives, passing to th e low er 
house of parliam ent, the council of th e 
empire, or first of these boards, has 
perm anently fixed th e num ber of re ­ 
cruits to be called to the colors each 
year so th a t any change in th e law 
hereafter will require joint action on 
the 
p art 
of 
tile upper 
and 
lower 
houses, and the upper house is relied 
upon to block any initiative of th e low - 
er house to decrease the n u m ber of 
recruits. 
Sim ilar 
action 
has 
been 
tak en in regard the special monopoly 
to prevent the low er house from c u t­ 
ting off the Im m ense revenue of $250.- 
OOO.OOu 
derived 
by the 
governm ent 
from from this source.
